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REPORT OF SURVEY: 


In accordance with Title 865, Article 1, Chapter 12 of the Indiana Administrative Code ("Rule 12"), the following 
observations and opinions are submitted regarding the various uncertainties in the locations of the lines and corners 
established this survey as a result of uncertainties in reference monumentation; in record descriptions and plats; in lines of 
occupation; and as introduced by random errors in measurement ("Relative Positional Accuracy"). There 1s an amount of 
uncertainty along any line or at any corner equal in magnitude to the discrepancy in the location of the lines of possession 
(and survey points found) from the surveyed lines and corners. There may be unwritten rights associated with these 
uncertainties. Any uncertainty associated with the corners shown hereon is inherently passed to any parcel corner dependent 





on its position. 


There may be differences in record dimensions versus measured dimensions along the surveyed lines shown hereon. 
Likewise, there may be found survey markers near, but not precisely at, some boundary corners. In cases where the 
magnitude of these differences 1s less than the Relative Positional Accuracy and less than the uncertainty identified for the 
reference monumentation (discussed below), the differences may be considered insignificant and are shown only for purposes 
of mathematical closure. Such differences that are greater than the Relative Positional Accuracy and the uncertainty in 





reference monumentation should be considered worthy of notice and are therefore discussed further below. 


The Relative Positional Accuracy for this survey is within the specifications of an Indiana Rural Survey (0.26 feet plus 200 
ppm) as defined in IAC 865. 


The basis of bearings is the Indiana Geospatial Coordinate System's (InGCS) "Greene" zone per NAD 83 (2011) epoch 
2010.00, NAVD 88, geoid18 conus.db3, reported in US Survey Feet and decimal parts thereof. The zone was developed to 
minimize the differences between ground measured horizontal distances and the corresponding grid coordinate (map) 





distances within the county. Coordinates were established using the Javad GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) to 
post-process static observations collected with a Javad Triumph 3 base. Positional values of other points listed herein were 
determined either from static GNSS (Javad Triumph LS Rover), RTK GNSS (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a 
conventional total station (Nikon Nivo) from points established by RTK GNSS. 


Monuments were witnessed by Oser Surveying & Mapping in January and February, 2022. Unless otherwise noted, survey 
monuments set are noted as an “Oser rebar” and are a 5/8" diameter by 24" long rebar with an orange plastic cap stamped 
"OSER IN PS# 21100022" set flush in mowed areas, 0.4 feet above grade in wooded or overgrown areas, 0.2 feet below 
grade in gravel, or 1.5 feet below grade in cultivated areas. 


Unless otherwise noted, all ties to new bearing trees (BTs) are a 2” mag nail set in a 1-1/2” orange plastic hub disc stamped 
“SURVEY MARKER DO NOT REMOVE?” and hack mark at the root crown (less than 12” above ground) perpendicular to 
the center of the tree. BT diameters are noted as dbh (diameter breast height) and are measured approximately 4.5 feet above 
ground. Bearings are grid and were measured with the internal compass of the Javad Triumph LS rover from the monument 
to the center of the BT. Distances are ground and were measured with a 100’ steel tape from the monument to the mag nail. 
When it was not practical to set a mag nail or hack a tree, bearings and distances were measured to the center of the BT. 








Distances approaching or in excess of 100 feet were measured by RTK offset to the reference object. 


The purpose of this survey was to perpetuate the section corners, quarter section corners, and center quarter of section corners 
in Sections 03, 04, 09 & 10 — Township 06 North — Range 03 West, 2™ Principal Meridian, Jackson Township, Greene 
County, Indiana. Sixteenth-section corners, corners of minor subdivisions, and property corners were not evaluated in any 





way unless specifically discussed herein. Bearing breaks exist between section corners and quarter corners that are not 
shown. Bearings and distances are shown hereon to correlate corners and to assist in corner analysis. The relationship of the 


section/half section corners to the adjoining parcel boundary lines was not addressed. The section and half section lines 
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shown hereon should not be construed as defining actual property lines and corners as in a retracement or original survey. 
Only those occupation lines in the immediate vicinity of the corners perpetuated (as depicted or discussed on the Greene 
County Corner Perpetuation Records included with this report) were analyzed as part of this survey. 





REFERENCE SURVEYS, PLATS & MAPS: 








Reference survey records were obtained from the Greene County Surveyor, the Greene County Recorder, and the Indiana 
Department of Transportation. Records relevant to each corner perpetuated are listed on the Greene County Corner 
Perpetuation Records included with this report. 





MONUMENTS FOUND OR SET: Refer to the monuments keyed on the survey drawings by point number and Greene 
County Corner Record Index ID. Monuments and corners evaluated in the process of this survey, the theory of location used 
to accept or establish these monuments and corners, and the surveyor’s opinion of the uncertainties associated with these 








monuments and corners are as detailed below for accessory monuments and on the Greene County Corner Perpetuation 
Records included with this report for primary monuments. 


Jackson A10 (West 1/16 corner of Section 4— T6N — R3W): An 11” x 3” stone with no markings was found 5” above grade 
on the north side of a steel t-post. A 5/8” rebar with an orange plastic cap stamped “GRAHAM PC 9800014” was observed 
3” above grade and S 67°26'5" E 12.72 feet from the stone. The origin of this stone appears to be an 1878 legal survey by 
Greene County Surveyor W.W. Clogston on file in Legal Survey Book 3, page 66. The stone was located as a tie to the 1878 
Clogston survey, which was used to verify the stone found at (A11). 


Jackson B09 (North 1/16 corner common to Sections 4 & 5— T6N—R3W): A 1.2’ x 0.4 stone was found 0.5 feet above 
grade on the west side of a t-post. The stone 1s inscribed “%4 ’4 S” on its east side and it is approximately in line with fence 
remains to the south and west. The marked stone was set in 1878 by Greene County Surveyor W.W. Clogston per Legal 
Survey Book 3, page 66 and was located as a tie to a boundary survey by Ben Bledsoe recorded as Instrument Number 1999- 
2170. This 1/16 corner, as well as the others 1n this area, were set at the split of the north quarter sections by the original 
1800s era legal surveys. 


Jackson E12 (East 1/16 corner common to Sections 4 & 9— T6N— R3W): A 6” x 4” stone with a+ on top was found well 
planted and 0.2 feet below grade. The stone 1s 10 feet south of the south edge of Spring Hill Road, under an east/west 
powerline, and approximately in line with fence to the north on the north side of the road. The origin of this stone appears to 
be a June 1853 legal survey by Greene County Surveyor Wm. Saucerman. We were unable to locate the Saucerman legal 
survey, but found notes regarding the corners set and bearing trees in the ancient corner perpetuation index books on file in 
the Greene County Surveyor’s Office. We located this stone to verify the rebar found at (E11).

When the original government land surveyors ran the line north between Sections 4 & 5, they intersected the north 
boundary 24.42 feet east of the post corner of Sections 32 & 33-T7N-R3W and set a post for the corner of Sections 4 & 
5. In 1878, Greene County Surveyor W. Clogston set a stone at this corner. No trace of the stone or its accessories was 
found. In 1991, Elliott Surgeon set an iron pin at the intersection of fences to the north, east, and west for the corner of 
Sections 32 & 33. In 1998, Ben Bledsoe set a capped rebar 8.74 feet west of Sturgeon’s rebar for the corner of Sections

4 & 5. Bledsoe established this corner by extending the line from the stone at the Southwest corner of Section 4 (E09) 
through the stone at the N1/16 corner (BO9) to where it intersected with the south line of Section 32-T7N-R3W. He 
held a Sturgeon rebar (not found this survey) at Z09 and a railroad tie post at Z06 to establish the south line of Section 
32. This method resulted in the corner common to Sections 4 & 5 falling west of the corner common to Sections 32 & 
33. Bledsoe was aware of the record falling from the original survey notes, but felt that the stones to the south were the 
best evidence of the section line common to Sections 4 & 5. We agree with his decision, and note that the distance from 
AO9 thus established to the stone found at A10 is within 2.3 feet of the record distance from Clogston’s 1878 survey. 
Both Bledsoe’s and Sturgeon’s monuments have consistently been accepted on subsequent surveys. 


There is a new fence post in concrete near the corner of Sections 32 & 33 with a large pile of stones on the south side of 
the post. We removed the stones and dug out around the post, but did not find Sturgeon’s iron pin.

THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. 
The original government surveyor did not monument the north quarter corner of Section 4. In 1878, Greene County 
Surveyor W. Clogston set a stone at this corner based on the record falling from the original survey notes and evidence 
of the original S1/4 corner of Section 33. Clogston’s stone was approximately 12.2 feet east of the S1/4 corner of 
Section 33. In 1993, Raymond Graham set an iron pipe for this corner with no mention of the stone on his survey. 
Graham’s pipe is shown on the sketch above as Witness A. In 1997, Raymond Graham held the same iron pipe as the 
S1/4 corner of Section 33. We verified that Graham used the same pipe by locating several other rebars from his 1997 
survey. In 2002, C.D. Graham accepted the iron pipe as the S1/4 of Section 33. In 2014, Bernard Guerrettaz accepted

the iron pipe as on the north/south half section line of Section 4, but set a new monument 1.75 feet north to close on the 
north line of Section 4. Guerrettaz referenced the found stone as the S1/4 of Section 33. 


We found no record of a legal survey in the south half of Section 33 to explain the origin of the stone. The measured 
distance between the stone found at this corner and the stones found at A10 and A13 is 0.6 feet from the proportionate 
distance calculated based on dimensions in the 1878 Clogston legal survey. A wire fence heads south from the iron 
pipe, but the fence is far from straight, and we noticed that the possession to the south generally fits better with the 
stone than with the iron pipe. 


It is our opinion that the stone stands for the North 4 Corner of Section 4.

Per the perpetuation index: “It is the Original for 33” We presume that they meant the hickory bearing tree was also 
an original bearing tree for the South 1/4 Corner of Section 33, which the original government notes called a wooden 
post witnessed by an 18” Hickory S 63° W 5.9 feet distant and a 9” Tulip Poplar N 77°E 7.9 feet distant. Based on 
the shared bearing tree, we calculate that Clogston set the stone for the N1/4 corner of Section 4 at the record falling 
(12.2 feet) east of the S1/4 corner of Section 33.

In 1985, Edmund Farkas surveyed 375.29 acres in the north half of Sections 3 and 4. The Farkas survey included the 
property northwest and northeast of this corner, and was used as the basis for all of the lots in Blue Sky Addition to the 
north.

We were unable to remove the base of the stone because it is embedded in tree roots on two sides and concrete on 
another. We set a rebar through the base of the stone (second photo) and refilled the hole leaving our rebar 1” above 
grade (third photo). 


The origin of the unmarked stone 1s unknown, but it is consistent with the type of stones set by the Greene County 
Surveyors of the mid-1800. The stone first appeared in the survey record in 2010, and has been consistently accepted on 
subsequent surveys. We accepted it as the corner by common report. 


The fourth photo shows one of the two 1” iron pins in concrete near the corner (depicted as witness ties B and C on the 
sketch above).

The original government land surveyor monumented this corner with a wooden post equidistant between the section 
corners to the east and west. In 1880, Francis Parker set a stone at this corner, presumably based on original evidence, 
as his survey does not contain adequate dimensions for him to have established the corner using other methods.

The origin of this monument is unknown, but it is consistent with the type of stones set by the Greene County 
Surveyors of the mid-1800s. In 1882, Parker noted that one of the original bearing trees was still standing at this corner, 
which leads us to believe that this stone is a direct perpetuation of the original wood corner post. The stone first 
appeared in the modern survey record in 1992 and subsequent surveys have consistently accepted it as the corner.

BASIS OF GEODETIC COORDINATES: The basis of bearings is the Indiana Geospatial Coordinate System’s 
(InGCS) “Greene” zone NAD 83 (2011) epoch 2010.00, NAVD 88, geoid18 conus.db3, reported in US Survey Feet 
and decimal parts thereof. The zone was developed to minimize the differences between ground measured horizontal 
distances and the corresponding grid coordinate (map) distances within the county. Coordinates are also reported in 
Grid North System NAD83(2011)/Indiana West NAVD 88, Epoch 2010.0000, geoid18 conus.db3, US Survey Feet. 


Coordinates were established using the Javad GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) to post-process static 
observations collected with a Javad Triumph 3 base. Positional values of other points listed herein were determined 
either from static GNSS (Javad Triumph LS Rover), RTK GNSS (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a 
conventional total station (Nikon Nivo) from points established by RTK GNSS. Distances to witness ties were 
measured with a 100-foot steel tape. Bearings to witness ties were collected with the internal magnetic compass of the 
Javad Triumph LS and were automatically adjusted to InGCS Greene Zone Grid North. Bearings to witness ties are 
approximately shown hereon for reference. Priority should be given to provided distances over bearings. 
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
